\vith automobiles and the pavements 
less crowded than usual. There was 
the usual parade and strewing of 
novrers on the graves and exercises 
at the Rostrum.

T. Dimner Beeber. the emin- 


ent Philadelphia jurist was the ora- 
tor of the occasion and his address 
was as follows: 


I count him fortunate who has a 


chance, cither actively or passively, 
to take part in the services of this 
Memorial Day on the batieSeld of 
Gettysburg. 
It i= a hallowed day 
snc a hallowed place. It is the day 
set aside annually to commemorate 
the heroic services of the soldiers 
who saved the Xation. and it is a 
place where the battle was fought 
which saved the Xation. The monu- 
ments 
decorating 
this 
battlefield, 


erected by the states and by the sold- 
iers of the states who fought here to 
save the X'ation. bathed in the beau- 
tiful 
sunshine 
of 
Spring-, though 


mute in stone and bronze, proclaim 
the deeds done here. The monuments 
here erected by the states and by the 
soldiers of the states who fought here 
to disrupt the Xation, not only com- 
memorate the sustained bravery and 
dogged courage of those who fought 
here for the lost cause, but also de- 
clare the "happy acceptance of the 
final 
result—a re-united and har- 


monious nation. 
Xo where has it 


ever been so well told, and no "where 
cnn it ever be so well told, as it was 
told, nearly fifty nine years aco, by 
Lincoln in that short speech en- 
graved on yonder monument, just 
what the battle fought here meant 
for the human race. It was to prove 
to a doubting world that a govern- 
ment of the people, for the people 
and by the people crsuld he main- 
tained 
and 
perpetuated. 
Truly, 


these men. whose graves we are de- 
corating today, must rot be allowed 
to have died in vain. 


The fathers who framed the Xa- 


tional Constitution were the wisest, 
most unselfish and most patriotic 
men of their age. 
They well under- 


^tfod the true nature, real purpose 
and proper limitations of government 
by mer. They well knew the history 
of all the governments of the w.irld. 
The political institution^ o^ ail na- 
tions that had gone before, their ori- 
gin, their rise, their progress and 
their dec'ir.e. and the reasons for it. 
v.-ore a< we1' known to them a^ were 
the incidents of their own revolution- 
ary war from which they had just 
emerged. 
Their one new contribu- 


tion to the political science of the 
•world was their formation of a gov- 
ernment, with carefully defined and 
clearly limited powers, partly federal 
and partly national, whose laws, 
within their spheres of appropriate 
action, were absolutely stipreme over 
the laws of the states whose people 
ratified the Constitution. 
The fath- 


ers induced the thirteen states to 
part with some of their sovereign 
powers, some of which they really 
had, and some of which they only 
claimed, and to bestow them upon 
this new government for the greater 
good of the greater number. 
From 


the inauguration of the first Presi- 
dent in 1789 to the outbreak of the 
Civil War in 1861. a contest raged 
whose real purpose was to determine 
whether the laws of the Congress, 
based on the authority given by the 
National Constitution, were in fact, 
as they were in theory, the supreme 
law of the land.
